Several weeks ago, James John Cerda, Freshman 
pre-medical student at The University, appeared in 
a recital at the Y. M. C. A. Lounge, before a capacity 
crowd. We have heard this young pianist several times 
before and bis attack always is fresh and seems to 
have just the right amount of vigor. Indeed, he speaks 
the language of the piano fluently. His compositions, 
while naively examples of his youth, do not If all to 
show promise. It is to be hoped that we will hear more 
of Cerda’s work in the future. 

The other day someone asked our opinion of the 
various recordings of Bizet’s “Carmen.” To begin 
with, there are several so-called "Complete" record- 
ings, but they are, unfortunately, sung in Italian. The 
most notable of these is the La Scala interpretation. 

About a year ago, both RCA -Victor and Columbia 
released “condensed" versions. The former features 
Gladys Swarthout, Ramon Vinay, Lucia Albanese and 
Robert Merrill, while Columbia offers Rise Stevens, 
Raoul Jobin, Nadine Connor and Robert Weede. The 
RCA-Victor version is preferable to Columbia's because 
it presents a cohesive, bird's-eye view of the opera. 
The Columbia album is merely a gathering together 
of excerpts as they might be performed on the concert 
stage. As to the individual voices, you "pays your 
money and you takes your choice !” 

The long-sought RCA-Victor catalog of both popular 
and classical music has finally arrived in Washington.

(2) drooling and dribbling— Rx, 
1/75 grain atropine and one large 
sterile towel placed along angles 
of the mandible; (3) allergy to sofa 
can be discounted as no sensitivity 
has been shown. (Benadryl or other 
antihistomine drugs may' be used 
to alleviate the wheezing and sigh- 
ing.) Cflntharides is contra indi- 
cated; and (4) for the tonus and 
clonus— Rx. cold wet conpresses to 
the entire integument is of great 
value. Our statistics show a 98 
per cent cure using this treatment 
alone. One-half P was utilized to 
compute our statistics. 

"Our cases show that both male 
and female are subjected to this 
syndrome with males being more 
preponderant. Age groupings show 
it may affect any one past thirteen 
years of age. Recently I saw a case 
of a 78 year old man who suffered 
acutely ^rom sofa dyspnea for the 
last eight years. Discontinuance of 
testosterone injections helped him 
become once more a delightful 
senile. 

"Another point I would like to 
bring up Is that the physical exam 
reveals other functional changes 
which may mislead the physician in 
his diagnosis. 

"Differential diagnosis Include: 
allergic asthma, Parkinsonian,- Sy- 
denham's chorea, Petit mol, or thy- 
rotoxicosis. These must all be 
ruled out before a true "Sofa 
Dyspnea” can be diagnosed.” 


young man turned cyanotic and be- 
gan to show choreiform movements 
When a female student appeared. 

"The second Is ptyalism and 
dribbling out of the corners of the 
mouth associated with temporary 
exophthalmos. A careful history Is 
elicited and It is found that these 
symptoms usually precede hospital- 
ization by one week. Further ques- 
tioning reveals that the ptyalism 
occurred while sitting on a sofa 
with a friend. Psychiatrists point 
out that the more intimate desires 
of the patient toward the mend 
exacerbates the sympathetic reac- 
tion of the salivary glands. 

'The third and last symptom Is 
the most Important to differentiate 
from other neurological diseases. 
This is alternating clonus and 
tonus Involving all striated muscle 
tissue and has a specific effect on 
cardiac tissue causing tachycardia, 
syncope and animal-like whimpers 
and whistles which escape through 
the patients drooling mouthy 

"Other symptoms include, insipid 
facies, staggering gait and anorexia 
associated with a desire for nico- 
tine. 

"Occasionally the history reveals 
that the patient blames his attacks 
on (1) allergy to sofa, (2) fear of 
dark room, (3) soft music with 
tinnitus, and (4) peculiar odors 
found behind the external auditory 
meatus producing an anesthetic 
euphoria. Treatment Is mostly 
symptomatic (1) shortness of

"In my trip across the country,” 
the doctor begins, "the nation's 
medical men have shown profound 
Interest in my subject. Peculiarly, 
medical students always see the 
lighter side of this disease. How- 
ever, this lecture is aimed at the 
seniors who in their clinical work 
probably see more of this entity. 

"Diagnosis Is not difficult in a 
typical case. But as we in medicine 
know, symptoms vary with the per- 
sonality of the individual. The first 
symptom Is a shortness of breath 
associated with ( asthmatic - like 
wheezing and sighing which may 
b$ heard across the ward. This is 
accentuated by— (and note thisU 
presence of a member of the op- 
posite sex.
